
Jurassic water taxi is step closer 


A MULTI-million pound 
funding bid to create a 
water taxi linking West 
Bay with the rest of the 
Jurassic Coast has been 
lodged. 

Hopes of linking towns 
along the World Heritage 
site have taken a step for¬ 
ward after the Jurassic 
Coast Partnership applied 
for £2.8 million from the 
Big Lottery Coastal Com¬ 
munities Fund. 

The money would help 
develop marine links at 
both the western and east¬ 
ern end of the 95-mile 
stretch of coast and poten-

tially cater for hundreds of 
commuters and holiday 
makers each day. 

The latest move follows 
a meeting of the East 
Devon and West Dorset 
Waterborne Transport 
Working Group, seaside 
town representatives and 
water and land based trans¬ 
port companies in Seaton 
last month. 

The eastern group will 
meet at the end of May. 
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The two groups are co¬ 
ordinated by the Jurassic 
Coast Team, which is 
funded by Dorset and 
Devon county councils, 
and chaired by independ¬ 
ent volunteers. 

The initial pilot scheme 
will run from West Bay to 
Exmouth, stopping at des¬ 
ignated towns including 
Lyme Regis. 

The idea was first muted 
in 2009 with a potential 
pilot projects identified in 
a detailed feasibility study 
completed the following 
year. 


John Wokersien, chair of 
the western group, said 
now was the right time to 
bring back water based 
transport to the area. 

He said: “Locals will 
well remember the steam¬ 
ers that used to ply the 
coast within living mem¬ 
ory. 

“With new ways of 
thinking and modern inno¬ 
vation it is surely the right 
time to bring back sched¬ 
uled marine transport to 
our coast.” 

Sally King, Jurassic 
Coast Visitor Manager, 
said they were really ex¬ 
cited that people were 
working together along the 
coast with the aim of turn¬ 
ing the years of talk into a 
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potential reality. 

She said: “The Coastal 
Communities Funding 
would be an enormous 
help to kick-start the proj¬ 
ect, but we need to be real¬ 
istic and realise that there 
will be a huge amount of 
competition for the fund¬ 
ing. 

“Even if we are unsuc¬ 
cessful, I believe the deter¬ 
mination of the towns 
along the coast will see 
this project happen in the 
future.” 

It is hoped waterborne 
passenger transport would 
help relieve congestion, 
particularly in the summer, 
boost the local economy, 
create jobs and encourage

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DRESSING up in a bunny costume, walking 5km 
for charity or working with local traders are all 
just part of a day's work for Sian Smail. 

As'Community Champion'for Tesco's supermar¬ 
ket on Portland it is her job to rally colleagues 
and people in the local community to work to¬ 
gether in raising funds and awareness for all 
sorts of worthy causes. 

This year the store's chosen charity is Cancer Re¬ 
search UK and here Sian also talks about the ways 
in which she is hoping to reach the fundraising 
target and get as many people as possible in¬ 
volved in the campaign. 

Sian is 32 years old and lives on Portland with 
her two children. 


■ HOW did you come to be living on Portland? 

I moved here from the Bournemouth area three years 
ago. My family are from Wales but I was born in France 
and I grew up in Somerset. As a student I lived in Leeds 
and when I got my first career job it brought me down 
to Dorset to be an Assistant Manager in a residential 
home for the elderly in Poole. 

■ SO how did you end up working as a 'Community 
Champion' for Tesco? 

Circumstances really... and it fitted in well with childcare 
and family commitments. I have very flexible working 
hours and Tesco are a great company to work for. The 
Portland store opened here in Easton last February and I 
started the job last September. 

■ WHAT is your role at Tesco? 

My role is Community Champion. It means I go out and 
about within the community working with all sorts of dif¬ 
ferent groups like Scouts, schools, pre-schools. I work 
with them on fundraising projects, give talks, and organ¬ 
ise things like healthy eating campaigns and visits from 
the police service. At the moment I'm working with busi¬ 
ness studies students at Royal Manor School on a cus¬ 
tomer services training project. I also work with the 
Easton Traders Group and the Portland Community Part¬ 
nership - we're trying to encourage people to shop in 
Easton and work out ways we can best support the local 
traders and bring a greater footfall into Portland. 

■ IT sounds like you really enjoy your job? 

I love my job! It's so varied - you're never quite sure what's 
going to happen from one day to the next. Some days 
I'm walking round the store helping with a bag-pack 
fundraiser, other days I'm out in the community working 
with all sorts of interesting people. Over Easter I dressed 
up as a large dancing bunny to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK which is Tesco's Charity of the Year. I man¬ 
aged to raise £109 in just two hours which was pretty 
good going, even for a rabbit! Our target for this store is 
£2,500. Last year our charity of the year was the 



Alzheimer's Society, I managed to exceed our target by 
nearly £500 and am hoping to do the same for Cancer 
Research UK. 

■ WHAT kind of events have you got lined up to help 
you reach that target? 
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I've got a large team of people from the store going out 
to take part in the Race For Life events in Dorchester on 
May 20th and Poole on June 24th. I'm going to take part 
in the Poole race myself but I'll be walking it not running. 
Anyone can do it - it's only 5km and you don't have to 
be super fit to take part. The brilliant thing is that indi¬ 
vidual staff fundraising is then topped up by 20 per cent 
by Tesco. 

■ DO you find the people of Portland to be generous 
in their giving? 

Yes, amazingly generous - not just with their money but 
also with their time and enthusiasm, especially consid¬ 
ering that the area is not particularly wealthy and with 
the economy being as it is.The local population has been 
incredible in supporting all our local community groups 
and our charity of the year. 

■ IF a visitor came to Portland and wanted to see the 
highlights, where would you take them? 

I'd definitely take them around Portland Bill - the views 
are so fantastic, and there's a beautiful little cafe down 
there as well which makes it an ideal place to go. Then 
there are the quarries which have sculptures and show 
off the craftsmanship that the island holds. I'd also take 
them to the old unused quarries by The Verne which is 
now a Wildlife Nature Reserve, and then we'd go up to 
the viewing point on The Heights where you can see the 
entire stretch of Chesil Beach on a clear day. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

After the normal things of buying a house and getting 
some security for my childrens'future, I'd then by a brand 
new car, have a shopping spree and go on a nice holiday 
somewhere - anywhere hot and sunny. Just a few simple 
pleasures.

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New water main slices through fields 


WESSEX Water is cut¬ 
ting a gigantic path 
through fields alongside 
the A3 5 between Dorch¬ 
ester and Bridport to im¬ 
prove water quality in the 
area. 

The massive £2.5m 


contract, undertaken by 
engineering firm May 
Gurney, will last until 
late October. 

Around three miles of 
new water main is being 
laid by the company 
from Lambert’s Hill 


reservoir, near the Morn- 
gate Caravan Park, to the 
Wessex Water treatment 
works in Winterbourne 
Abbas. 

Joe Edmunds, project 
manager for the scheme, 
said: “To minimise dis¬ 


ruption we will use 
trenchless techniques 
where possible. 

“This will ensure mini¬ 
mal impact on traffic, 
local residents and ecol¬ 
ogy along the route. 

“We are aware that the 


Lidl hit by break-in and bus crash 


A LARGE quantity of cash was 
stolen from a Bridport supermarket 
during a burglary. 

The German supermarket Lidl was 
closed all day on Monday as police 
investigated the store on St An¬ 
drew's Road 

Thieves broke into the building 
through a rear underground win¬ 
dow sometime over night on Sun¬ 
day, May 6th and the following 
morning. 

Police were called at 6am when 
the break-in was discovered. 

Suspicions that the burglary may 
have links with other similar crimes 
across the region are being fol¬ 
lowed up by Dorset Police. 

A police spokesman said he could 
not confirm the amount of cash 
stolen but said it was a"large quan¬ 
tity". 

Detective Inspector Stewart Dip- 
pie, of county CID, said: "We are li¬ 
aising with other forces across the 
region in order to assess whether 
this commercial burglary has links 
with other offences elsewhere in 
the country. 

"We are also working hard to en¬ 
sure that high visibility patrols are 


in place and that effective crime 
prevention measures are taken." 

Georgina Hall, Lidl UK PR man¬ 
ager, said: "We can confirm that the 
store in Bridport was broken into on 
Sunday night and, as a conse¬ 
quence, the store was closed on 
Monday morning to allow the po¬ 
lice to conduct investigations." 

Anyone with any information 
about those responsible should call 
police urgently on 101. 

• The store was then the scene of a 
three vehicle crash on Monday af¬ 
ternoon. 

A single storey bus and two cars 
were involved in the incident at 
around 1:40pm. 

No one was seriously injured but 
the road was closed briefly at 
3:30pm so a blue Ford Fiesta car, 
registered to a Beaminster woman, 
could be recovered. 

The other vehicles involved were 
a Damory bus and a blue Vauxhall, 
registered to a Bridport man. 

Motorist Keith Day drove past the 
crash with his wife around 3pm. 

The district councillor said: "My 
wife and I were driving in the Brad- 
pole direction and a Damory bus 


appeared to have been travelling 
north but it looked like it had tried 
turning into Lidl but went into a 
lane by the side of the entrance by 
some railings. 

"It looked like the railings were 
demolished - or part of it - and the 
police were there. It looked like the 
bus was extensively damaged. 

"Quite a lot of people were 
around and the crash caused quite 
a lot of congestion. 

"On our way back home the traffic 
was so badly delayed we had to go 
through Bradpole through Jessop 
Avenue." 

A Dorset police spokesman said 
they had received a call on Monday 
from a woman on a mobile phone 
about the collision. 

The spokesman said: "When offi¬ 
cers arrived there were three vehi¬ 
cles involved: a white single decker 
bus, a blue Ford Fiesta and a blue 
Vauxhall. 

"Around 3:30pm we received a re¬ 
quest for the Fiesta to be recovered 
and we closed the road for a brief 
time outside Lidl where it hap¬ 
pened. It was over and done with 
by 4pm."

new and repeat visits by tourists, as well as offering a pos¬ 
sible alternative to commuters along the coast. 

Extensive market research has been undertaken to iden¬ 
tify whether visitors and locals would be inclined to travel 
by sea found 94 per cent of respondents were interested 
in using marine transport, given a vessel appropriate to 
the sea conditions. 

The funding sought from the Coastal Communities 
Fund would allow the initial development of two of the 
pilot projects identified in the feasibility report. 

In the west, a coastal hopper service will be looked at, 
operating between Exmouth and West Bay and servicing 
Sidmouth, Seaton, Lyme Regis. 

In the east, a service is proposed between Bournemouth, 
Poole, Sandbanks, Studland and Swanage. 

The long-term success of any such project will depend 
on a public/private sector partnership but it is hoped the 


funding could help develop the infrastructure required 
and go some way towards creating a sustainable service, 
linking with land-based transport and offering an en¬ 
hanced, reliable and realistic alternative to road travel. 

Robert Gould, Dorset County Council Cabinet member 
for environment, said: ’’The funding from the Coastal 
Communities Fund would help develop the marine links 
project. It would be a tremendous boost to the area if we 
are successful.” 
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site is of archaeological 
interest and we are work¬ 
ing closely with our ar¬ 
chaeological contractor 
to ensure that our work¬ 
ing methods safeguard 
this important area and 
that any finds are cor¬ 
rectly recorded.” 

The work will also see 
a new pumping station 
being constructed at 
Lamberts Hill reservoir 
site. 

Mr Edmunds added: “It 
is essential that we com¬ 
plete this work to up¬ 


grade our supply network 
to ensure we continue to 
provide customers with a 
high standard of service 
for many years to come.” 

Wessex Water said ex¬ 
tensive consultations had 
taken place with all 
stakeholders to agree and 
plan the work. 

It added that it was 
working closely with 
West Dorset District 
Council, English Her¬ 
itage, Dorset AONB and 
the Highways Agency. 

Wessex Water say that 


while there will be an in¬ 
crease in HGV vehicles 
in this area at certain 
times of the day. 


There are no planned 
road closures or traffic 
management at this 
time.

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Cancer ward opens at 
Dorset County Hospital 


A NEW cancer ward has opened at 
Dorset County Hospital. The 14-bed 
inpatient Fortuneswell Ward has been 
developed for the care of patients who 
have cancer and malignant haematol¬ 
ogy disease. 

The ward takes the name For¬ 
tuneswell as the Fortuneswell Trust 
charity, which supports the chemother¬ 
apy unit at the hospital, has provided 
£150,000 to help fund the new facility. 

Lead Cancer Nurse Abigail Orchard 
said that many patients who have can¬ 
cer will undergo intensive treatments 
such as chemotherapy which can be 
accompanied by side effects, some of 
which require the patient to be admit¬ 
ted to hospital for further manage¬ 
ment. 

“Whether having treatment or not, 
some patients with cancer will develop 
complications associated with the can¬ 
cer itself and again, this may require 
admission to hospital for appropriate 
care and treatment. 

“A key benefit for patients who are 
managed on the Fortuneswell Ward is 
that they will be cared for by a team of 
nurses and other health professionals 
who have a keen interest and desire to 
work with patients affected by cancer. 
Many of the team already have expe¬ 
rience and skills in caring for this pa¬ 
tient group. 

“This expertise and keen interest will 
together underpin the provision of 
high quality care for these people. 

“As well as the 14 inpatient beds, the 
ward will have an assessment room 
which will enable the timely assess¬ 
ment of patients who have problems 
associated with their cancer, but do not 


necessarily require admission to hos¬ 
pital. 

“It is anticipated that this facility, to¬ 
gether with the introduction of a 24- 
hour telephone advice service for 
patients on cancer treatment will have 
a positive impact of reducing admis¬ 
sions to hospital.” 

Chief Executive of Dorset County 
Hospital Jean O’Callaghan thanked 
staff for their hard work to get the new 
ward up and running: “There has been 
a lot of work going on behind the 
scenes to prepare for the opening of 
this ward and the Trust Board very 
much appreciates everyone’s efforts to 
achieve this with minimum disruption 
to patients, visitors and staff. 


“Many thanks also to the For¬ 
tuneswell Trust for their incredible on¬ 
going support - without them we 
couldn’t have done this.” 

Patients at the County Hospital who 
have had to spend time in isolation are 
being asked to take part in a review of 
their experiences. 

The watchdog group, Dorset LINk is 
working with the county hospital on a 
new project looking at the patient ex¬ 
perience of being in an isolation unit 
or room whilst receiving care in hos¬ 
pital.

West Bay house 
extension opposed 

A PLANNING application to add a single 
storey extension and loft conversion to a 
prominent West Bay house has been op¬ 
posed by town councillors.

Renowned botanist entertains U3A 


SIR GHILLEAN PRANCE GIVES TALK TO BRIDPORT MEMBERS 


THE lowdown on how Brazil¬ 
ian nuts grow was just one of 
the topics discussed during the 
latest U3A monthly meeting. 

The group’s members heard 
from Sir Ghillean Prance, the 
renowned botanist and former 
director of Kew Gardens, when 
he presented ‘200 years of 
Botanical Discovery in the 
Amazon’. 

The talk on April 24th was il¬ 
lustrated with his own photo¬ 
graphs, and focussed on 
discoveries made by several 
botanists during the last two 
centuries. 

Plants and animals from the 
rainforest came to life as he 
shared his experiences of visit¬ 
ing the region for the past 48 
years and the findings of early 
explorers, said the group’s 
Keith Windsor. 

He said: “Sir Ghillean has 
visited the Amazon region 
every year since 1963 and has 
lived some of that time with 
different Amazon tribal com¬ 
munities. 

“As well as the botanical ex¬ 
ploration, observation and col¬ 
lection, during which he has 
discovered 450 new plants, he 
has recorded a wealth of infor¬ 
mation on the diversity of the 
rain forest and the essential and 


delicate balance of life there. 

“We heard about the complex 
life of the Brazil nut tree, the 
importance of beetles to the 
giant water lily, the history of 
quinine, why rubber planta¬ 
tions have not been successful 
in the Amazon region and 
‘Guarana’ the plant that pro¬ 
vides a substitute for Coca- 
Cola in South America. 

“An audience of over 80 peo¬ 
ple enjoyed his talk, and as Pat 
Grafton said in her vote of 
thanks: ‘SirGhillean’s insights 
into the significance of the na¬ 
ture of a rainforest give us hope 
for the future of these threat¬ 
ened ecosystems’.” 

After the talk U3A members 
heard about possible new 
groups including a second 
‘Strollers’, Rural Studies and 
Family History. 

U3A members are also re¬ 
minded that it is now time to 
renew their subscription. 

An account of work with the 
BBC entitled ‘Life with Aun¬ 
tie’ by Campbell Hughes is the 
subject of the next U3A meet¬ 
ing at 2pm on May 22nd in the 
Bridport United Church Hall.

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First cygnets of the 
year at Abbotsbury 


THE summer has officially arrived 
with constant rain - and the first 
baby swans have been hatched in 
Abbotsbury. 

The first cygnets hatched at Ab¬ 
botsbury Swannery almost three 
weeks earlier than the normal sec¬ 
ond or third week of May. 

Traditionally, Benedictine Monks 
(who founded the swannery during 
the 1040s for lavish banquets) be¬ 
lieved the arrival of the first cygnet 
heralded the first day of summer. 

Cygnets will hatch over the next 
six weeks at the swannery, based 
on Chesil Beach at Abbotsbury. 

Dave Wheeler, the Head Swan- 
herd for the past 30 years, said 
watching and waiting for the first 
cygnet to hatch was always a very 
exciting time for them. 

He said: “We know all the swans 
by sight, so we really feel like we 


share this special time with them. 
The next two months are really the 
most exciting as far as visitors are 
concerned, especially children.” 

He added: “Visitors might be 
lucky enough to be standing next 
to a nest and watching the cygnets 
hatch.” 

There are around 500 swans and 
more than 100 nests at the world’s 
only managed colony of wild mute 
swans. 

Visitors can walk safely among 
the nests and watch hundreds of 
baby swans hatch out on to the 
paths. 

John Houston, general manager 
of Abbotsbury Swannery, said the 
early arrival of the first cygnet had 
almost been a record but the last 
decade had seen them hatching 
earlier in the year. 

He said: “We are hoping the 


Benedictine legend is true this 
year, especially as Dorset has been 
so battered by floods and torrential 
rain over the past fortnight. It’s fair 
to say we’re warmly welcoming 
the first day of summer.” 

The swans return to the swannery 
year after year to nest and raise 
their young. 

Female swans, called pens, start 
laying eggs from when they are 
three-years-old and can go on until 
they are aged 20. 

Each pen lays an average of six 
eggs up to a maximum of 13 (the 
record for Abbotsbury is 12).

attending bodies to improve trans¬ 
port services for young people and 
improve information on what 
routes and services are already 
available. 

Key topics of conversation at the 
meeting were the cost of buses - 
and inconsistent fares - changing 
timetables and the behaviour of 


some drivers towards young peo¬ 
ple. 

Forty young people put their 
heads together to come up with a 
plan to improve transport in the 
area during the event at Kingston 
Maurwood College. 

The event on April 4th was 
hosted by Dorset County Council’s 
Children’s Services and Dorset 
Youth Council Enables (DYCE), 
the county youth council. 

The audience included Council¬ 
lor Toni Coombs, cabinet member 
for Children’s Services, Councillor 
Peter Finney, cabinet member for 
Highways and Transport, and rep¬ 
resentatives from First Bus and 
Damory Coaches, who run bus 
services in Dorset. 

Councillor Toni Coombs said: 
“The afternoon was a fantastic suc¬ 
cess. It was great to see so many 
young people giving up their own 
time in the school holidays to dis¬ 
cuss a topic that is so important to 
them. 

“I’d like to thank the members of 
DYCE for all their hard work in 
putting the day together and ensur¬ 
ing that young people are closely 
involved in decisions which affect 
them. 

“As providers of services we now 
have to rise to meet the challenges 
presented by the young people and 


demonstrate that they can make a 
difference.” 

The day included films, discus¬ 
sions and workshops as well as 
presentations from Dorchester 
Youth Extra and Omar Sharif, a 
former Dorset MYP and active 
member of Dorset Youth Parlia¬ 
ment, who organised and hosted 
the summit. 

The event was prompted by the 
campaigning carried out by various 
youth bodies in the county and a 


petition begun by Omar Sharif, 
which he presented to parliament 
in 2009, requesting free bus passes 
for under 18s. 

Gordon Brown, then Prime Min¬ 
ister, responded to the petition, 
signed by over 2,500 people, with 
an explanation that free bus passes 
were not something Government 
could afford to support amidst the 
recent cut backs, which led to other 
options being put forward at the 
summit. 


■ PARENTS whose children don't qualify for free school transport 
can apply for a concessionary scheme. 

Dorset County Council runs the scheme to help pupils who are 
not entitled to free school transport to get to school using school 
buses. This includes 16 to 18-year-olds and those travelling to 
faith schools. 

The scheme applies to county council contracted routes but 
does not cover public service routes. Any parent or guardian who 
would like to apply for a concessionary seat will need to complete 
an application form, even if they completed one last year. 

The cost for a concessionary seat for next academic year wil I be 
£420. Applications can be completed from May 1 st and must ar¬ 
rive by the cut-off date of May 31 st. 

All applications will be prioritised against a set of criteria, tak¬ 
ing into account factors such as disability, special educational 
needs and medical conditions.

BRADPOLE youngster Freddie 
Thorne was just five months old 
when doctors at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital announced he had 
a rare, life-threatening condition. 

Now five years old, Freddie’s 
mum and grandmother have held 
a fundraising tea party in the vil¬ 
lage hall to say thank you to one 
of the charities that supported 
them through that difficult time at 
the Fondon hospital. 

Mum Heather described how 
she was helped by the Sick Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust, a charity which finds 
accommodation for families of 
children requiring treatment away 
from home. 

She said: “When we first got to 
Great Ormond Street, Freddie 
was in the high dependency unit 
so we could stay in the hospital. 

“But as soon as he came out of 
there, we were on our own and we 
didn’t know what to do. The hos¬ 
pital directed us to the Sick Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust and they got us a 
house that night.” 

The charity meant that Heather 
could stay nearby while Freddie 
continued his treatment at the 
hospital. 

Heather said: “It was just ab¬ 
solutely brilliant. Without them 
we would have been doing B&Bs 
and hotels and we couldn’t have 
afforded it. 

“The whole family can stay

there, brothers and sisters too. It’s 
a brilliant charity and we just 
want to do our little bit to say 
thank you really.” 

Heather and her mum-in-law 
Jan showed their gratitude by 
holding a chocolate tea party at 
Bradpole’s village hall on Sunday. 

The event raised cash for the 
charity and also funded research 
into Freddie’s condition, hyperin- 


sulinism. 

Jan said: “Freddie’s body pro¬ 
duces insulin (the hormone that 
regulates blood sugar levels) all 
the time, so now he is on insulin 
suppressors three times a day. 

“But he has to have other drugs 
too because of the side effects of 
the suppressors, so it’s three really 
big medications a day.” 

She added: “We donate to the 
hyperinsulinism fund regularly 
and hope that this tea party will 
raise more money and awareness 
of the condition.”

Getting started 

There is no'right'age for children to start gardening. When they 
are toddlers, they will naturally want to be with you outside and 
will join in with your activities - digging, helping to push the 
wheelbarrow, watering crops, adding weeds to the compost, and 
so on.

As in¬ 
spiration for pictures it provides the perfect palette - where bet¬ 
ter to find a buttercup yellow, a rose red, a cornflower blue? 

Sound: Out in the garden, your child will hear the birds singing 
and the buzz of bees as they visit each flower in turn. Get them 
to listen for less obvious sounds like the wind in the trees, grasses 
rustling, or the rasp of grasshoppers. 

Touch: Children reach out to feel what they see, so encourage 
them to experience different textures outdoors. Let them handle 
runner beans and other seeds. Digging soil and getting their 
hands dirty is a great lesson in itself. Finding homes for any 
worms you dig up gives them a worthwhile task, especially when 
they learn how beneficial they are for the soil. 

Teenagers can be tempted 

Enticing older children away from their computers is not as 
hard as it might seem. Introduce an element of competition and 
they will soon become keen horticulturalists. 

Local produce shows invite entries for the largest pumpkins or 
marrows, or the longest carrot. 

Schools often challenge their pupils to grow the tallest sun¬ 
flowers, which can be started in yoghurt pots and then planted 
in the garden as soon as they reach about 15cm in height (mak¬ 
ing sure they do not become pot-bound). 

It really is magic 

Of course, the one plant your child must grow is a beanstalk. It 
may never reach the sky, but seeing a strong shoot emerge just 
two weeks after poking the seed into a pot of compost should 
have your budding gardener hooked for life.

"Italians have tiramisu and ice cream, of 
course, but England's puddings are the best 
in the world," says Stefano. 

"Many Italians still have a poor opinion of 
English cooking but it's so unjusti¬ 
fied. England has a wonderful tra¬ 
dition of cake making and 
puddings that puts Italian deserts 
to shame." 

Now Stefano has upped sticks 
once more, leaving his native Italy 
to set up The Mill Cafe in Lyme 
Regis, taking over the space occu¬ 
pied most recently by the Mill Tea 
and Dining Room.

fill their places, but it takes time." 

The figures might indeed have been 
better had the weather not been so 
unseasonable. 

A lot of Buckler's horses prefer give 
in the ground, but the very dry winter 
and exceptional weather in March 
meant fast, firm ground at many 
courses despite watering. 


As a result many did not run or 
those that did often ran in less than 
ideal conditions. 

One big loss was Mizzurka who had 
a great 2009-10 season earning over 
£18k when winning three of her six 
races. 

However a leg injury delayed her 
progress, and meanwhile she was 
sent to stud and is currently in foal 
sired by Black Sam Bellamy who is a 
full brother to 2001 Derby and Irish 
Derby winner Galileo and half brother 
to Sea The Stars, the only horse to 
have won the 2,000 Guineas, Epsom 
Derby and Prixde I'ArcdeTriomphe in 
the same year (2009). She is unlikely 
to return to racing. 

Buckler was also unlucky with 
Trenchant who tragically collapsed 
and died after pulling up in his second 
race in February. 

One of three horses that won on 
their first time out for the yard last 
season, Buckler believed the seven- 
year-old was a star in the making and 
would have been very successful, and 
his death was a big blow to the stable. 

Despite these setbacks, Buckler's 
reputation for training top chasers has 
shone through once again. 

Of his 35 runners over hurdles, only 


one was a winner, whilst his success 
rate over fences was one in six with 
another 14 winners from 83 runners. 

Buckler is certainly optimistic look¬ 
ing to the future, and believes there 
are a number of young horses who 
have good prospects, whilst others 
are starting to mature and improve. 

Ethiopia, Cullahill, Mister Matt, 
Sulpius and Flag Flier who have 
been consistently successful through 
the season will train on through the 
summer, and hopefully benefit from 
firmer ground. 

Young horses Never Says Never, 
Diggers Mate and The Happy War¬ 
rior all got racetrack experience last 
term with runs in bumpers, and will 
be that much more aware and experi¬ 
enced after a summer to grow and 
mature. 

Two others - Ballyegan and Glen- 
wood Present who have both shown 
potential require throat operations in 
the summer following breathing 
problems during the season, but 
Buckler believes they will both be 
stars once they are fit. 

Buckler said: "There are bags of po¬ 
tential in the yard and plenty of talent 
to work with and we are all looking 
forward to an exciting season."
